Town Warrant. 


The State of New Hampshire. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Whitefield, in the County of 
Coos, in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs. You are hereby 
notified to meet at Town Hall, in said Whitefield, on Tuesday the 
eleventh day of March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects, viz: 


Ist. To choose a Town Clerk. 

2nd. To choose three Selectmen. 

brd. To choose a Treasurer. 

4th. To choose all necessary Town Officers. 

5th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 


Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tion for the same. 


6th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the maintenance 
and building of highways and bridges. 


7th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the proper 
observances of Memorial Day, and appropriate the same 
to the use of the local Grand Army Post. 


8th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the maintenance 
and building of sidewalks. 


9th: To raise such sums as may be necessary for the purchase of 
books, and paying all other expenses of the Public Library. 


10th.- ‘To raise such sums as the Town may deem expedient to pay 
on the Town debt. 


11th To raise such sums as may be necessary for the maintenance 
and building of sewers. 


12th. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
hire by Town note, such sums as they deem necessary to 
pay current bills the year ensuing.

13th. To see how much the Town will raise to support street lights. 


14th. To raise such sums as may be necessary to pay interest on 
the town debt. 


15th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the care and im- 
proving of cemeteries. 


16th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the repairs of 
town hall building. 


17th. To seeif the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
amount of money necessary to secure state aid for the 
permanent improvement of highways, under the law 
passed at the January session of 1905 and amendments 
thereto. 


18th. To see what action the town will take in regard to a new 
bridge over John’s River near the old depot site in 
Dalton, and make an appropriation for the same. 


19th. To see what action the town will take in regard to changing 
the location of the present highway between the H. J. 
Bowles farm and the Overlook House, and make an ap- 
propriation for the same. 


20th. To see if the town will vote to issue bonds of the town in 
the sum of fifty thousand dollars at a rate of interest 
payable semi-annually at not exceeding four per cent. per 
annum in payment of town notes now outstanding and in 
accordance with a special act passed at the January 
session of 1913. 


21st. To see if the town will vote to the Woman’s Study Club free 
use of the Town Hall for their next years Lecture Course. 


22nd. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.
